THE CHINESE GOVERNMENT AND 
FEMALE EDUCATION. . 


oy, 


Appanentty the Education, Board, of 
theChineseGovernment has heen issuing 
some instructions with regard to female 
education, and the way that itehould be 
carried on. We have not seen tho 
Edict, but‘trom the way in which. it has 
been criticised by a section of the ver- 
necular. press one can form ‘a fairly 
correct idea of its-tenour. It would 
appear, first of all, thot the ‘instructions 
prohibit male and female students from 
associating with one another, ‘the 
aim. being specially to prevent the 
sexes. from ‘congregating and “ming- 
ling together at the ‘various functions 
nowadays “arranged between the times 
of the schools closing’ and opening again 
forthe work, The spirit of the Edict 
vould appear to) go, further, for it dis- 
courages all intermixing of .the sexes\at 
all times and undar allconditions. -. The 
‘wrath of ‘the critics is roused against 
this prohibition, ‘Ong writer points ont 
that-a. refining’ influence’ is always’ ath 
work where'the’ soxes mingle together,

Some’ 
specific ‘instances: are meritioned + of’ 
foshione that are offensive to the Chinese 
Education ‘Board, such aa the ménner 
in which the hair is arronged, the grow- 
ing habit of wearing leather shoes, and

to the central authority. The question 
of female fashions is too mysterious for 
tho ordinary male mind’ to fathom and 
therefore the critic we “are quoting is 
vory angry ‘that the Government should’ 
take upon itself to interfere in atch a 
matter.” At most, he says, it should be 
enough for tho. Government to interfere 
with the dresg of the students in Go- 
vernment Schools, without going further 
and trying to arrangewhat’ girls ‘shall 
wear throughout China, Thirilly, .it 
appears that the Gorernment fears. the 
habits of the West are intruding in 
another important matter, and that is 
in regard, to’ the way men ‘are wont to 
select their wives, It is well-known 
that in China, it is tho prerogative of 
parents to decide all theae matters, their 
daughters not having any voice in their 
own disposal. They must take what is 
offered them, siid"be-content--or other- 
wise. The picture that the critic con- 
jures up, justly] or ctherwise, does not 
speak much for tho happy working of 
tho old aystens. ‘Indeed, he avers' that 


these parental, artangements ° lead: t0f- 


constant tronble. “The ‘youthful mon 
and maiden have md opportunity of: feel- 
ing any heart affection for each 0 other, 


and they have no mutual knowledge of |...

SMARE REPORT, 

Messrs Vernon and Smyth's share report
